vastated the province of Fukien. Tai U 
(afterwards Emperor) exerted himself in the 
work of draining and efectad a bridge across 
achasm on Mo Yee Mount in the Province 
of Fukien. After the subsidence of the 
flood, tho bridge was practically useless, it 
being left so high that no one was able to 
reach it. As time wore on tho bridge fell,
